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Willow man: ‘I’m not 
doing anything wrong’ 


A WILLOW sculptor whose work 
has become a focal point on Ely’s 
Riverside says some residents are 
causing trouble for him by com¬ 
plaining to the council that he is 
breaking trading laws. 

Lee Eastwood, 48, makes every¬ 
thing from willow seats to elabo¬ 
rate hobbit houses on his boat 
which is moored in Ely’s Riverside. 

He has been in the city for 
around two years, and is currently 
based opposite cocktail bar, Ta 
Bouche. He says his business is 
thriving. 

But Mr Eastwood, who is a self- 
taught willow sculptor, says some 
residents are accusing him of sell¬ 
ing his sculptures on land in 
Riverside, as well as from his boat 
and they have complained to the 
district council on the grounds 
that he does not have the correct 
licence to do so. 

But the council has confirmed 
that its officers have found no evi¬ 
dence of him trading on land. 

Mr Eastwood, who spent years 
building his boat, which he now 
shares with his beloved cat, 
Weaver, and her four kittens, said: 
“I love Ely and the majority of peo¬ 
ple seem to like me being here. 

“People are constantly stopping 
to introduce themselves to me, 
talk to me and enquire about the 
sculptures. 

“But there are a few people who 
seem to be going out of their way 
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to make life difficult for me. 

“I’ve been reported to the coun¬ 
cil for trading on land, which I’ve 
never done. I know what the rules 
are and I know I’m only allowed to 
trade from my boat so that’s what 
I do. 

“The council have made it clear 
what the rules are so why would I 
purposely go against them?” 

He added: “I just find it sad that 
some people see what I’m doing as 
a negative thing. 

“I’d like to think I bring a bit of 
colour and individuality to the 
Riverside - both for tourists and 
for the people who live here. 

“I’m a self-taught willow sculp¬ 
tor and make pretty much every¬ 
thing. I can make around 50 dif¬ 
ferent animals, from dragonflies 
to horses, and have recently start¬ 
ed to make hobbit houses, which 
are going down really well. 

“Ely St Johns Pre-school recently 
bought one from me for their gar¬ 
den - people love them. 

“I’d like to see more craftsmen 
like myself using the Riverside 
area. Years ago, there would have 
been a lot more people like me. 
I’m just trying to make an honest 
living.” 

Liz Knox, head of environmental 
services at the district council, 
said that if Mr Eastwood was 


caught trading off the land in 
Riverside he would be forced to 
apply for a special licence, which 
could cost around £3,000. 

But she said: “The council has no 
evidence that any of the willow 
pieces are being traded on the 
land at the Riverside - therefore 
there is no requirement for a 
licence to be sought.” 

She added: “Shops, cafes and 
restaurants throughout East 
Cambridgeshire are required by 
law to pay business rates and tax 
on their premises and the goods 
they sell - these rules are in place 
for everyone. 

“As a local authority, if we have 
evidence that anyone is carrying 
out a licensable activity such as 
street trading then, like any other 
business, they must comply with 
the law and obtain the correct 
license. 

“Our aim is to create a vibrant 
and exciting riverside for resi¬ 
dents, visitors and businesses.”

Exhibition on 
Cineworld plan 


MAJOR plans to build a new 
multiplex Cineworld in Ely 
will be the subject of a public 
exhibition. 

Cambridge-based 
Turnstone Estates Ltd - the 
firm behind the £15 million 
proposals - has announced 
an exhibition is being held at 
Ely College, in Downham 
Road, on Tuesday, July 1. 

ItwasinApril that Turnstone 
announced that East 
Cambridgeshire District 
Council had appointed them 
as the developer for a new 
Cineworld-anchored leisure 
village on land off Downham 
Road. 

The plan is to build a 47,600 
sq ft development, to be 
known as Ely Leisure Village, 
comprising a six-screen 
Cineworld multiplex cinema 
with eight restaurants. There 
will be parking for 375 cars. 

Tim Deacon, director of 
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Turnstones, said: “The public 
exhibition will enable local 
residents to feed back to us 
their comments before we 
submit our planning applica¬ 
tion to East Cambridgeshire 
District Council. 

“I am especially pleased that 
we will are able to hold the 
exhibition at the college. 

“The council is keen for us to 
ensure young people’s views 
are taken into account and we 
expect many students to pop 
in and have a look at these 
exciting proposals.” 

Turnstone exchanged con¬ 
tracts with the council on the 
acquisition of the 6.5 acre site 
in December and the firm 
hopes to submit a planning 
application later this year. 

Work would commence on 
site, if the plans are approved, 
this autumn with the aim of 


completing the mammoth 
development just 12 months 
later. 

The planning application 
will also include a second 
phase of the development, 
comprising a leisure centre, 
owned by the district council, 
and to be delivered separately 
once funding is secured. 

Cambridge Property Group 
has also submitted plans to 
develop around 10 hectares of 
land adjacent to Turnstones’ 
site. Their proposals involve 
building a new supermarket, 
petrol filling station, retail 
warehousing and a pub/res¬ 
taurant. 

The exhibition on 
Turnstone’s plans is running 
at the community lounge 
inside the college from 3.30-

CALLS are being made for 
changes to the selection pro¬ 
cess for councillors on to the 
City of Ely Council. 

Many local authorities hold 
elections in order for new 
members to be appointed - 
but new members of the city 
council are selected via a 
majority vote from fellow 
members. 

And an increasing number 
of residents say public voting 
should take place so that they 
have a say over who sits on the 
council and makes decisions. 

The city council could not 
confirm when an election last 
took place, but it is thought 
that there has not been one 
for around 20 years. 

Local businessman Peter 
Dawe, who lives in Stuntney, 
said: “Lve unsuccessfully 
applied twice for a vacant seat 
on the city council with no 
success. They even left a seat 
vacant, rather than ask me to 
offer a third time. 

“They only want to appoint 
people like themselves, and 
certainly not people who will 
seek to actively improve Ely 

“I heard that the reason I 
hadn’t been successful was 
that the councillors felt I did 
too much for Ely and that they 
were a little scared of me. 

“The city council is becom¬ 
ing far too closed-rank. The 
democratic process has 
become severely eroded - it 
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needs to change.” 

Ely News has received sever¬ 
al letters on the issue in recent 
weeks. 

In his letter, Stephen 
Blackwood described the city 
council as a “self-selecting cli¬ 
che” and said it should be a 
“democratically elected body, 
answerable to the council 
taxpayers”. 

Susan Green wrote: “The 
council members will vote for 
whoever they think will fit 
into their own way of think¬ 
ing. Heaven forbid someone 
may come along with fresh 
ideas.” 

And Peter Houghton said: 
“The problem with this cava¬ 
lier approach is that the elec¬ 
torate have absolutely no say 
in who should represent 
them.” 

Under section 82 of the 
Local Government Act 1972, 
the council is only required to 
hold an election if 10 or more 
residents request that one 
takes place. However, it could 
still choose to hold one, and 
many councils do. 

Tracey Coulson, the city 
council’s clerk, said: “The city 
council is a parish council, 
which is non-political. 

“Candidates do not stand 
under a political party and 
this is not a consideration 
when they are elected. 


“The city council has to fol¬ 
low local government proce¬ 
dures in relation to the pro¬ 
cess followed when a council¬ 
lor vacancy arises. 

“Notices are displayed stat¬ 
ing that if 10 or more electors 
request an election, then one 
will be called. 

“If this does not happen 
then the council can co-opt to 
fill the vacancy, by further 
agreed procedures, which is 
what usually happens. 

“The council always follows 
these procedures and would 
never be able to appoint 
someone, unless this process 
had been undertaken. 

“We are governed by East 
Cambridgeshire District 
Council, which ensures the 
process is followed correctly 

“Co-option of councillors is 
undertaken at full council 
meetings, which are open to 
the public to attend.” 

A spokesman for the district 
council confirmed the rules 
were governed by the Local 
Government Act 1972.

Disabled driver’s 
£620 penalty for 
parking on bend 


A DISABLED driver who 
parked his vehicle on a “dan¬ 
gerous” bend in Ely has been 
ordered to pay more than 
£600 in fines and court costs. 

Lawrence Lindsell, who is 
86, was caught parked at the 
top of Forehill by local PCSO 
Maria Robinson on November 
28 last year. 

His vehicle was positioned 
on the double yellow lines 
outside David Green 
Hairdressing with the blue 
badge on display - but he was 
issued with a fixed penalty 
notice as PCSO Robinson said 
parking at the top of the hill is 
dangerous. 

Lindsell, of St Johns Road, 
Ely, contested the parking 
ticket - which would have 
seen him being fined £30 if he 
had paid it within 28 days - 
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and as a result the case went 
before the courts. 

The case was heard at 
Peterborough Magistrates’ 
Court on Friday and Lindsell, 
who did not attend, was 
found guilty in his 
absence of causing an 
unnecessary ob¬ 
struction of a road. 

Magistrates fined 
him £200, ordered 
him to pay £400 
court costs and a £20 
victim surcharge. 

Speaking to Ely News 
after the hearing, PCSO 
Robinson said: “Drivers need 
to start realising that they 
will be punished if they 
breach parking laws in Ely. 

“The top of Forehill is a dan¬ 


gerous bend which is why we 
will not tolerate people park¬ 
ing there any more. 

“Those who park at the top 
of the road force motorists to 
have to drive on the wrong 
side of the road around a cor¬ 
ner. Obviously this could 
easily result in a colli¬ 
sion. 

“Anyone caught 
parking danger¬ 
ously like this will 
be issued with a 
fixed penalty notice 
and the reality is it 
can end up costing 
you a lot of money.” 
Some residents and 
shopkeepers who are fed up 
with parking issues in Forehill 
have even called for it to be 
made one-way to traffic in the 
past. 



Pick-pockets warning 

SHOPPERS are being urged to be more vigilant 
against pick-pockets in Ely. 

Police say they had two reports from people 
who had fallen victim to ‘purse dippers’ in the 
city last Wednesday. 

A spokesman for Cambridgeshire Police said: 
“We are doing all we can to identify the offend¬ 
ers and deter further offences. 

“If you are out shopping in the near future, 
please make sure you are securing your purse 
in your bag and keep a watch out for anyone 
who gets a bit too close to you. 

“If you notice someone trying your handbag 
then call us immediately on 999 - if you notice 
a while after then call us on 101.” Anyone with 
any information should also call 101. 


Motorcyclist injured 

A MOTORCYCLIST suffered serious injuries in 
a collision on the A10. 

Emergency services, including the East 
Anglian Air Ambulance, were called to 
Cambridge Road, Stretham - close to the 
windmill - and arrived to find a collision 
involving a car and a motorcycle. 

The incident occurred at around 8.15am on 
Monday. 

A spokeswoman for the East of England 
Ambulance Service said the motorcyclist was a 
man aged in his 50s and that he was taken to 
Addenbrooke’s Hospital by land ambulance. 

A spokesman for Cambridgeshire Police said 
the man suffered “serious but not life-threat¬ 
ening injuries”.

Man, 29, in

A MAN has appeared in 
court charged with inde¬ 
cently exposing himself 
outside a supermarket in 
Ely. 

Rafal Brozozowski, 29, 
is accused of indecently 
exposing himself outside 
Sainsbury’s in Lisle 
Lane. The incident is 
alleged to have taken 
place in the early hours of 
Wednesday, June 12. 

Brozozowski, of Market 
Street, Cambridge, 
appeared at Cambridge 
Magistrates’ Court on 
Friday. No plea was 
entered and the case was 
committed to crown 
court. 

Brozozowski was 
remanded in custody and 
will appear at Cambridge 
Crown Court on Friday, 
June 20. 

The alleged incident is 
separate from another 
indecent exposure in Ely. 

A 28-year-old man was 
arrested on suspicion of 
indecently exposing 
himself in St Johns Road 
on the morning of 
Saturday, May 17. 

Police say the man is 
currently on bail pending 
further enquiries. 


Fresh plans for 
Muslim centre 


FRESH plans to transform a 
vacant warehouse on a busi¬ 
ness park into a Muslim com¬ 
munity and prayer centre 
have been submitted. 

Back in January the Ely 
Muslims applied for planning 
permission to take over part of 
the former Aquarius Furniture 
warehouse on the Chettisham 
Business Park, in Lynn Road. 

Their proposals involved 
turning a 280 square-metre 
area inside the warehouse 
into a meeting point for local 
Muslim families where they 
could worship and celebrate 
religious activities and cultur¬ 
al festivals. 

But the scheme, which was 
proving to be controversial, 
particularly among compa¬ 
nies which were worried about 
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pedestrian safety and access, 
was withdrawn in April. 

The group has now made 
numerous amendments and 
re-submitted its plans to East 
Cambridgeshire District 
Council. 

In a statement, Shair 
Choudhury, the group’s chair¬ 
man and who lives in Ely, said: 
“The Muslim community is 
aware that potentially this 
application could become 
controversial but it is hoped it 
will not cause any adverse 
issues with the relationship 
with adjoining users and 
occupants. 

“The proposal presents an 
economically viable opportu¬ 


nity to create a meeting place 
for approximately 60 to 65 
people from a catchment area 
of Ely, Soham, Littleport and 
the surrounding villages, and 
will increase the potential for 
increased co-operation with 
the non-Muslim population. 

“It is acknowledged that the 
proposed community centre 
will be located within a busy 
business park, however it may 
be argued that this situation is 
no different from any other 
location where motor traffic is 
present. 

“It is not intended that chil¬ 
dren will roam the business 
park at will.”

A spokeswoman for the 
service said: “Oils can heat 
rapidly and can ignite with 


disastrous results. 

“Fortunately nobody has 
been seriously injured at any 
of the fires we have attended 
but they have been lucky. 

“Never throw water onto 
the fire - this will make the 
oil explode over everything 
around the pan and will set 
fire to much more as a result. 

“Do not attempt to tackle 
the fire yourself - close the 


door to the room, ensure all 
members of the family leave 
the home, telephone the fire 
service on 999 and do not go 
back inside.” 

The fire service has also 
created a special video to 
show what people should do 
if hot oil causes a fire in their 
home.

I chose Hinchingbrooke. 

In their fracture clinic a few days later X Rays 
to my wrist and shoulder revealed no fracture 
but bad sprains to both. 

I was seen at admissions, ‘unplastered’ by a 
nurse, X Rayed twice, seen by a doctor before 
and after the X Rays, advised about my 
condition, not to drive for 10 days and fitted 
with a sling. 

All of which took just over an hour. 

The service and efficiency was outstanding, 
but was matched by that at our local Princess 
of Wales.

But thanks to the blood 
cancer charity Anthony 
Nolan, and a generous man

ilege to be part of Anthony 
Nolan - without the charity, 
we wouldn’t have dad, mum 
wouldn’t have her husband 
and our children wouldn’t 
have their grandfather.”

Leisure 
centre will 
need to be 
improved 


IMPROVEMENTS are required at 
an ageing village leisure centre in 
order to cater for an influx of 
schoolchildren which could soon 
be using it. 

Education chiefs at 
Cambridgeshire County Council 
hope that Littleport’s new schools 
- a secondary school and a special 
school which will be co-located on 
land near the leisure centre - will 
open in September 2016. 

Now the council has launched a 
review of leisure and sports facili¬ 
ties in the village to assess what 
improvements need to be made 
before the schools are built. 

There are two main schemes 
being discussed - one is that the 
leisure centre is refurbished at an 
estimated cost of £3million - and 
the other is that the centre is 
closed and bulldozed. 

In its review, the council said: 
“Littleport Leisure Centre was 20 
years old in May and the general 
condition of the building is con¬ 
sidered to be poor with substan¬ 
tial investment required to 
improve it to meet modern day 
quality and environmental stand¬ 
ards.” 

Speaking about the possibility of 
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refurbishing the centre, the coun¬ 
cil said: “Early work by the con¬ 
sultant team appointed to design 
the two new schools suggests that 
this is likely to be the case. The 
cost of bringing the centre up to 
current standards is estimated at 
£3million.” 

Speaking about the possibility of 
closing the centre, it said: “If the 
centre is closed, the new schools 
could potentially be designed and 
built to provide dual use for deliv¬ 
ery of the curriculum during the 
day and use by the community at 
other times.” 

Allison Conder, community and 
leisure services officer at East 
Cambridgeshire District Council, 
said: “We are working very closely 
with the county council to carry 
out an assessment of the leisure 
needs in Littleport. 

“This will look at what the resi¬ 
dents and community require to 
see how best this can link with the 
new schools when they are built. 
People should be reassured we 
will work in partnership with 
them in the coming months.”

A FORMER builder’s yard which 
has been at the centre of a plan¬ 
ning row for almost a decade is 
now the subject of another appeal.

After spending more than 30 years of her life feeling 
desperately unwell, but not having any idea why, Serena 
Pyake had hit rock bottom. Having finally been diagnosed 
with coeliac disease, she’s determined this debilitating illness 
will no longer rule her, she tells Lydia Fallon 


“I CAN’T kiss my boyfriend if he’s been drinking 
beer,” Serena Pyke giggles, when we meet at her 
St Neots home. “I have to make sure he cleans his 
teeth first!” 

You’d be forgiven for thinking this is a rather 
extreme reaction; many of the female population 
aren’t particularly partial to the taste of beer, but 
would be unlikely to resort to such measures. But, 
for Serena Pyke, 36, it is a necessity. Just one 
simple kiss could result in weeks, maybe even 
months, of unbearable pain. 

“Two hours afterwards I’ll feel ill; I’ll have 
horrible cramps in my tummy and then be on the 
loo for hours. It’s like having constant Delhi Belly,” 
Serena explains, describing the symptoms. “The 
joint pain can last for weeks and is really 
debilitating. I’ll be living on painkillers.” 

Serena lives in the shadow of coeliac disease, a 
lifelong autoimmune condition which affects one 
in 100 people in the UK and can, in some cases, 
lead to infertility, osteoporosis and even bowel 
cancer. Caused by intolerance to gluten - a protein 
found in wheat, barley and rye - eating just a 
crumb of the stuff can trigger the immune system 
to react by damaging the lining of the small 
intestine and result in symptoms, depending on 
the severity, just like those Serena has described. 

Most people have heard of it, but few - including 
some GPs, says Serena - really know what it is, 
making diagnosis difficult and thousands of 
sufferers left untreated. “Many people think it’s 
just an allergy: you eat something, you get ill but 
then you’ll be fine later, but it’s not, it’s an 
autoimmune disease like diabetes, which is when 
your immune system attacks your body,” Serena 
says. 

“You never grow out of it, and it is a lifestyle 
change. It changes your life forever. “ 


Serena was diagnosed with coeliac disease in 
2011; after years of feeling desperately unwell but 
never knowing why, it was, she admits, a huge 
relief. “I was so happy to finally be able to put a 
name to it,” Serena smiles. “Sometimes I was so ill 
I could not walk without pain, I couldn’t digest 
food and would frequently get crippling 
migraines. People think you’re making it up or just 
a hypochondriac looking for attention.” 

Today Serena is a picture of health: petite and 
pretty with long glossy hair, luminous skin and 
sparkly brown eyes, it’s hard to believe this is the 
same person who at her lowest spent 10 weeks in 
bed and had to have her daughter Holly, 9, take 
care of her. “I felt like I was fighting to get through 
every day,” remembers Serena. “Some days Holly 
had to get me things like a glass of water and I 
found that really tough.” 

She adds: “I remember one Hallowe’en, Holly 
was staring out the window and looked at me and 
said ‘Mummy why can’t we go trick or treating like 
everyone else?’ but I couldn’t even get out of bed. 
That for me was really, really tough, because I 
couldn’t be the mum I wanted to be. Something so 
simple like taking my daughter out and I couldn’t 
do it.” 

Serena has been suffering with symptoms of 
coeliac disease on and off since birth. “I was 
always very skinny and a bit of a sickly child,” 
Serena says. “In old photos I look awful; emaciated 
even. In my teens I was always really tired but 
could never work out why - everyone just thought 
it was me being me. “ 

She was diagnosed with anaemia aged 16 and 
started taking iron pills but to no avail, and the 
cycle continued into her 20s. Serena did her best to 
carry on as normal, but even the simplest tasks 
were proving a struggle. “I had to put a brave face 
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on at work but sometimes just wanted to sit 
in a corner and cry. It was really difficult to 
put a front on and keep going,” remembers 
Serena. “I suffered in silence. I wanted to get 
answers but felt like I was being beaten 
down.” 

Although she didn’t know it at the time, the 
disease affected her pregnancy with Holly 
too. “Holly weighed only 51b as a baby, she 
stopped growing at 32 weeks because I 
couldn’t give her the nutrients she needed 
and spent nine days in special care. But 
thankfully she pulled through and I feel very, 
very lucky as some coeliacs lose their baby or 
can’t conceive at all,” Serena says, tapping the 
wooden table in front of her. 

Things really came to a head in 2010 when 
Serena picked up a throat infection and just 
couldn’t shake it. Already painfully thin, she 
lost over a stone in weight, 
couldn’t walk without 
crutches and had to take a 
concoction of painkillers in 
order to function. She’d hit 
rock-bottom but still doctors 
dismissed her fears. “He told 
me I had an eating disorder 
and sent me away with some 
anti-depressants which I 
never took.” It must have 
been incredibly frustrating? 

“I was really upset because I 
felt like I was asking him for 
help and he didn’t want to 
help me,” says Serena. 

“But it was a turning point 
in my life too. I knew I had 
to figure out what was 
wrong. My friend used to say 
‘the squeaky wheel always 
gets the grease’ and I knew I 
had to just keep going and 
take control of my own 
health.” 

Serena was eventually 
referred to a 

gastroenterologist. “He said 
to me ‘Serena, I don’t know 
what the problem is, but I 
am going to find out.’ Those 
words were like a lifeline to 
me,” Serena smiles. “I had an endoscopy, 
which is basically when they put a hosepipe 
down your throat and into your gut to take a 
sample. 

“Afterwards, they phoned me up -1 
remember I was eating garlic bread at the 
time - and told me I was a coeliac. I put the 
bread down and that was the last gluten I 
ate,” she laughs. 

Serena cut gluten out of her diet straight 
away, but having developed Fibromyalgia - a 
chronic condition which causes pain all over 
the body - as a side-effect of coeliac disease, 
she was still incredibly weak. “I really had no 
quality of life at all,” she muses. “I was off 
work for 10 weeks, in pain, with nobody to 
help.” 

How did she stay strong? “I didn’t want to 
become a victim of the condition. If I was to 
think of the disease owning me, then I would 
never be able to find the strength to fight it,” 
Serena says. 

As a single mum, Serena knew she had to be 
strong for her daughter too. “If I made the 
illness all about me, then I wouldn’t be a 
good mum and a good role model. Holly has a 
bowel condition and we have always tried to 


be really positive about it, so I knew I had to 
be positive too,” Serena explains. 

“Holly gave me that strength. My life may 
have been different if she wasn’t here but I 
knew I had to keep going for her.” 

And, slowly but surely, Serena started to 
make progress. She upped her calorie intake 
to 3,000 a day to regain her strength and 
started physio to ease the joint pain. There 
were lifestyle changes to make too; a self- 
confessed foodie, Serena had to completely 
overhaul her diet, knowing that even the 
smallest amount of gluten could be 
catastrophic. “I can’t have any gluten at all, 
so I found out the other day I can’t even have 
a Vodka and lemonade anymore, because the 
same pump could be used in a lager shandy 
and then be contaminated,” she explains. 

“In the house we have a gluten zone and a 
gluten-free zone, and I 
have a separate toaster, 
a separate margarine 
pot and separate 
cooking utensils,” 

Serena says. “If I’m 
eating out I often have 
to take my own food 
with me or I just have a 
plain chicken breast and 
jacket potato, unless 
there’s a gluten-free 
kitchen available. 

What’s been the 
hardest thing to give up? 
“Pork pies,” Serena 
laughs. “I had dreams 
about pork pies when I 
was first diagnosed 
because I knew I’d never 
eat one again!” 

She adds: “I was a real 
foodie before the 
diagnosis, I loved to 
cook and bake, but it’s 
taken me three years to 
get to a place where I 
want to do that again, I 
just completely lost my 
motivation for it. But 
now I’ve learnt to 
embrace food as an 
enjoyable experience again, because the 
moment you feel like you’ve become a victim 
is the moment the food controls you,” says 
Serena. 

Serena says her experience of coping with 
coeliac disease has completely changed her 
outlook on life, and inspired her to follow her 
dreams too. The 36-year-old quit her job in 
finance to become a life coach, and has never 
been happier. “I wanted to put my experience 
to good use and help other people overcome 
their challenges in the way I’ve overcome 
mine,” Serena says. “It’s something you live 
with every day; you have to be positive every 
single day. It’s not like sticking on a plaster 
and waiting for a cut to heal.” 

What would be her advice to others 
struggling with the condition? “Don’t fight it, 
read everything you can about the disease 
and talk to other sufferers,” she muses. 

“I lost a lot of confidence, lost a lot of 
motivation and I just wanted somebody to 
reach out and help me. But you just have to dig 
deep and keep going. I know I went through 
this experience for a reason and that reason is 
learning from it, becoming a better person 
because of it and helping other people.”

80s Here and Now T’Pau’s Carol 
Decker and Eddie Amoo from 
The Real Thing 


START backcombing your hair now, Bananarama 
are back! Well, two are at least and not just 
them: T’Pau, The Real Thing, Curiosity Killed the 
Cat and Kid Creole and The Coconuts. 

These classic 80s acts have the job of getting 
Newmarket Nights' summer season off to a 
raucous start, presumably in a cloud of Harmony 
hairspray. 

The 80s Here and Now extravaganza will see 
some fluttering on the horses followed by a slew 
of era-defining chart-toppers, namely China In 
Your Hand (T'Pau), Love In The First Degree 
(Bananarama), You to Me Are Everything (The 
Real Thing), Annie, I'm Not Your Daddy (Kid 
Creole) and Down To Earth (Curiosity Killed The 
Cat). 

Liverpool soul legends The Real Thing started 
out in the 1970s and had some very high-profile 
fans (Michael Jackson and The Beatles). Endlessly 
enthusiastic vocalist and guitarist Eddie Amoo 
has lost none of his passion for the business. So 
why should people come along and see your 
section in the show? 

"For absolute brilliance! They're gonna get the 
classics and they're gonna get a real party. It's 
a really out-there show that we do. We draw 
people in and that's one of the reasons we've 
survived so long.

Forming in Shropshire in the late 80s and

I won't play new material on this 
particular occasion but I'm going out on tour in 
October and I'll be premiering new stuff then. 

At Newmarket I'm just going to play all the 80s 
stuff because that's what that day is about," she 
said.

WRITTEN by English playwright 
Frederick Knott in 1952, Dial 
M for Murder is a mystery 
of murder plots gone awry, 
blackmail and pocket-hopping 
latchkeys. 

Famously turned into a film by 
Alfred Hitchcock starring Grace 
Kelly as Margot (wife, victim 
and adulteress), and Ray Milland 
as Tony (husband, cuckold and 
conspirator), it packs a thrilling 
punch, churning with fear, 
betrayal and tension. 

The play premiered in 1952 
on BBC television, before being 
performed on the stage in the 
same year in London's West End 
in June, and then New York's 
Broadway in October. 

And this week it's at the 
Cambridge Arts Theatre.

Timothy plays sleuth Inspector 
Hubbard on the hunt for the 
truth, so be prepared to be riled, 
spooked and suitably freaked 
out.

THE FAULT IN OUR STARS (I2A, 126 mins) 
ONLY a frozen heart could be unmoved 
as E.T. bids farewell to Elliot, Bambi 
cries forlornly in the forest for his fallen 
mother or Carl falls in love with Ellie in 
the opening sequence to Pixar’s Up . 

The Fault In Our Stars will offer a stern 
test to the waterproof mascara of every 
teenager who fell in love with John 
Green's bestselling novel. 

Josh Boone's polished adaptation deftly 
plucks heartstrings to the point that a 
trickle of saltwater tears threatens to 
become an unstoppable torrent. 

One tissue simply doesn't suffice 
as scriptwriters Scott Neustadter and 
Michael H Weber navigate the tricky 
topic of terminal illness with wry humour 
and sensitivity. 

The film is blessed with a tour-de¬ 
force central performance from Shailene 
Woodley as a young cancer patient, who 
experiences the exquisite agony of first 
love just when it seems she has given up 
on life. 

The 22-year-old Californian actress 
doesn't hit a single false emotional note 
as her protagonist wrestles with guilt and 
mortality, catalysing smouldering screen 
chemistry with co-star Ansel Elgort. 

Woodley plays 16-year-old Hazel Grace 
Lancaster, who was diagnosed with 
cancer at an early age and almost slipped 
away in hospital. 

An experimental drug trial has halted 
the spread of the disease but Hazel is 
resigned to her grim fate. 

"Depression's not a side effect of 
cancer," she explains in voiceover, "it's 
a side effect of dying, which is what's 
happening to me.”

During one session, Grace meets acerbic 
survivor Gus (Elgort), who lost his leg to 
halt the spread of his cancer. 

He is attending the meeting to support 
best friend Isaac (Nat Wolff). 

Grace and Gus's shared disdain for 
convention kindles friendship. 

As the relationship intensifies, Hazel 
attempts to keep Gus at arm's length, 
warning that she "is a grenade”, destined 
to obliterate everyone around her. 

"It would be a privilege to have my 
heart broken by you,” he counters 
tenderly. 


The Fault In Our Stars is a beautifully 
sketched portrait of adolescence, 
anchored by emotionally raw 
performances from the talented cast.

Heaven sceimt 


WHEN I open my patio doors and breathe 
in the delicious scent of my neighbour’s 
mock orange, with its pretty white flowers 
cascading conveniently over my garden 
fence, I know that summer is really here. 

The delicious smell of this flowering shrub 
may only last a couple of weeks but for 
me it's one of the most memorable events 
of summer and there are varieties to suit 
most gardens, from the golden mock 
orange Philadelphus coronarius 'Aureus', 
which can be used to light up the back 
of a mixed border, to the more compact 
P. 'Manteau d'Hermine', which grows to 
just 75cm (30in), bearing masses of heady 
cream flowers and ideally planted next to 
a seating area in a sheltered spot where 
people can enjoy its scent to the full. 

Of course, on the patio you are spoiled 
for choice with scented plants. Those which 
will grow happily in containers include 
night-scented stocks, clove-scented pinks 
and scented pelargoniums in the Fragrans 
Group, which have leaves with the aroma 
of lemon, orange and mint. 

Herbs too will provide you with scent as 
well as flavour, including lemon verbena, 
Eau de Cologne mint (Mentha x piperita 
f. citrata), lemon thyme and fragrant 
rosemary. All these need to be touched to 
release their fragrance. 

Sweet peas, pictured, will also grow 
happily in a pot, trained up a wigwam, to 
give you not only fragrance but plenty of 
colour as well. Cut the flowers regularly

and put a bunch on your patio table or 
even indoors if you want the scent inside 
as well. Cutting is essential with sweet 
peas if you want more flowers to appear 
throughout the season, as, if you don't cut 
them, the flowers will form bean-like pods, 
which send a message to the plant that 
flowering is over. 

If you're after low-maintenance scent, 
pots of lavender will provide you with 
plenty of fragrance as well as attracting 
bees, and just need shearing to keep neat 
immediately after flowering. However, keep 
heavier scents such as lavender separate 
from other scented plants as otherwise it 
will dominate the group. 

Plants whose scents will blend together 
beautifully in the border include lilies, 
phlox, sweet Williams, nicotiana (tobacco 
plant), sweet peas and nepeta (catmint). 

For optimum fragrance, go for old- 


fashioned varieties of nicotiana, such as N. 
alata, which folds up its petals during the 
day and comes to life only at night. Modern 
dwarf varieties may look better but they 
don't have as much scent. 

Similarly, I prefer old-fashioned roses 
which are in a bed, as I've never found 
that patio roses give as much scent-wise. 
Among my favourite roses for the border is 
the David Austin English shrub rose, Rosa 
'Gertrude Jekyll', which bears stunning 
large, rosette-shaped pink flowers and has 
an outstanding perfume, as well as strong 
stems and a neat, compact shape with 
flowers produced throughout summer. 

It can be grown as a climber, reaching 
a height of around 8ft, and will do well 
combined with clematis. 

Of course, there's also a plethora of 
scented climbers which are ideal for 
positioning near a door or pathway, or close 
to opening windows where their fragrance 
can be enjoyed from inside too. 

Obvious choices include scented 
honeysuckles, climbing roses and common 
white jasmine (Jasminum officinale), which 
can reach 8m (26ft) and produces clusters 
of simple, white trumpet-shaped flowers 
from early summer to autumn if planted in 
well-drained soil in a warm, sheltered spot, 
ideally on a south-facing wall. 

With just some of these choices, hopefully 
you'll be able to fling open your patio doors 
and inhale the scent of summer, day or 
night, come rain or shine.

NEW colours, greater technology and a host 
of other changes feature in the latest range of 
Abarth 500 cars for 2014/15. 

The new range is launched this week in the 
wake of the hugely successful partnership of 
the Gumball 3000 supercar event, which 
visited Edinburgh and London recently as part 
of an international tour.

“IT’S like a checkout at Tesco’s 
here, I’ve never known any¬ 
thing like it,” said chairman 
David Bentinck of Duxford 
Motor Group when I called 
him yesterday afternoon, 
writes Mike Scialom. “We’ve 
never ever been so busy, and 
I’ve been here 35 years.” 

Crikey. What’s going on? 

“The recession is over and 
once a recession ends people 
go out and start buying and 
we happen to have the range 
people want,” David 
explained.”As you know we’ve 
got the plug-in hybrid but the 
other models in the range are 
brilliant - right down to the 
little Mirages, especially the 
automatic which is smoother 
than a Bentley.” 

And cheaper, of course. So 
what’s marching out the door? 

“80 per cent is Mitsubishi 
and the other 20 per cent is 
Citroen.” 


It’s great to hear such heart¬ 
ening stories of sales success, 
and indeed Duxford Motor 
Group has put a lot of effort 
into the launch of the 
Mitsubishi Outlander PHEV 
recently, so I had a chat with 
sales executive Alex Dunn 
about the phenomenal interest 
in the 148mpg plug-in hybrid 
SUV which is taking the sector 
forward in leaps and strides 
(without running out of power 
too, thanks to a 2.0-litre petrol 
unit which switches between 
two electric motors according 
to circumstances). 

“It’s fantastic - this car has 
brought everyone to our 
door,” said Alex of the 
Outlander PHEV. “In the 
course of the two-day launch 
last weekend we did 23 test 
drives and many were 
rebooked because we couldn’t 
see them on the day - a good 
40 or 50 people that wanted to 


test the car.” 

And what specifically is 
generating that level of inter¬ 
est? 

“It’s a groundbreaking car,” 
Alex said. “The main thing is 
the real-world mpg, the sav¬ 
ings via the economy, and the 
battery power - it’ll do 72mph 
on battery power alone. We’ve 
got a jump on the competition 
which hasn’t come close and 
the PHEV is the same price as 
the 2.2-litre diesel option so 
it’s winning on all counts - 
and then there’s the tax sav¬ 
ings of you’re an employee or 
an employer.”
